The fuel situation today was the 
most serious it has ever been. 
This 
was the statement of S. L. Trabue, 
county fuel administrator, who is in 
close touch with the situation, and 
the developments of the last forty- 
eighi hours 
revealed a 
condition 
which has not 
existed up to 
this 
time. 
With three factories closed on ac­ 
count of the lack ot fuel, two on the 
verge of closing and domestic con­ 
sumers clamoring for coal, there is 
no doubt but that the city is in the 
most dire distress it has ever been. 
Two ears 
.of coal arrived 
this 
morning, 
but 
it 
was estimated it 
would all be >old for domestic! use 
before night. 
One car for Heed and 
son, consigned by the fuel adminis­ 
tration, was confiscated enroute by 
the railroad company, the excuse be­ 
ing given that the car was in bad 
repair and could not be moved fa r­ 
ther. 
Another car was promised in 
its place, but it will not arrive 
as 
soon as the one which was on the 
road.

Unpatriotic to 
Order Coal If 
You Have A ny 
Fuel Administrator 


“ People who are truly patri­ 
otic,” said County Fuel Admin­ 
istrator Trabue today, ‘‘will not 
order coal while they have any 
and others arc suffering for the 
want of it. 
Some people have 
been getting it under false pre­ 
tenses—‘pretending 
they 
have 
no coal when they have. 
In Il­ 
linois they require an affidavit 
that the consumer is out of coal 
'before 
he is allowed any. 
We 
jikm’t want to have 
to come to 
that here. All ought to be patri­ 
otic enough not 
to order coal 
when they have any at all. 
“It will he impossible to sup­ 
ply more than fifty per cent of 
the demand this winter, which 
makes it necessary to get wood. 
It is hoped that the farm ers will 
immediately make arrangements 
to burn wood 
thetaselves and 
place it on the market.”

The county admin 
istrator this morning held a meeting 
and called for volunteers to aet on 
the committee. Will Jay, 
Dr. J. C 
Sexton and *T. W. Lytle at once vol­ 
unteered and will meet this evening 
at 6ve o’clock to outline a campaign. 
They will call 
on everyone having 
tinder of any kind they are willing 
to contribute to notify any member 
of the committee. They have in mind 
a scheme to establish 
a municipa. 
wood yard where they will sell woo* 
at a margin 
which 
will 
pay out 
without making any profit. 
The worst phase

The factories closing down threw 
hundreds of men out of employment 
—men who live 
by means 
of their 
daily labor and 
who will be without 
funds to 
buy 
fuel 
if the present 
condition lasts long. 
The shortage in fuel is traced to 
the severe weather 
of the last ten 
days. Indiana coal production was 
cut down last 
week 
alone 400,000 
tons because 
of the tie-up on rail­ 
roads. Last FYiday 
morning 
there 
were 7f>0 loaded ears in Terre Haute 
and mines had 
to 
close 
down be­ 
cause of the 
last of ears. It was 
hoped to start the mines today. 


The early closing agitation is once 
more confronting 
merchants, 
with 
the result that many places of busi­ 
ness -which are how remaining open 
after six o’clock will likely close at 
that time when the Christmas shop­ 
ping season lias closed. 
Just now the grocers are discuss­ 
ing the question. A majority of them 
favor closing at six o’clock, begin­ 
ning after Christmas and continuing 
until spring. 
Some, however, 
have 
dissented. One grocer 
who 
favors 
the project has 
appealed to others 
not alone from a business standpoint 
because there is very little 
b u s i ­ 
ness after supper cold nights—but 
also from a patriotic standpoint as 
x means of conserving fuel.

London, Dec. 17.— Four 
German 
destroyers carried out a successfu 
raid in British waters early Wednes 
dev 
morning, 
sinking eight 
mer 
chainmen, one British destroyer, five 
armed trawlers and damaging one 
other trawler. 
The announcement of these losses 
was made in the house of common 
today by first lord of the admiralty 
Geddes, and Dr. McNamara, Anan 
eial secretary to the admiralty. The 
British destroyer sunk was the Pal 
fridge. The second destroyer vvhic 
formed an armed escort for the con­ 
voy described by Sir Erick Geddes, 
was tile Pellew. 
The Pellew, accord­ 
ing to Geddes, had a hole blown in 
lier hull but escaped. 
On board her 
there were 4 British killed and two 
wounded. 
Geddes reported there were fifty 
survivors of Hie 
Partridge and the 
trawlers, of which ten were wound­ 
ed, which had been picked up by four 
Gentian destroyers which attacked 
and were 
token to Kiel. 
Eighty - 
eight..Scandinavian 
prisoners were 
rescued by the 
destroyer. 
Others 
reached Norway in open boats.
